note in response to your recent 
publication of Sam _ Ditshego's 
disturbing article, provocatively titled 
“Aids Is Not A Sexually Transmitted 
Disease” (Feb. “94). While I’m certainly 
in favour of any in-depth, well- 
researched examination of the current 
AIDS epidemic, and questioning of the 
orthodox medical establishment's 
various “party lines,” Ditshego’s article 
strikes me as an irresponsible polemic in 
the face of an undeniable crisis. 

Yes, | realize that the author's 
contention may be that AIDS can be 
transmitted by other means as well as 
sex, but with its attention-grabbing 
headline, that’s not the way the article 
comes across. Yes, we should be curious 
about the original source of the AIDS 
virus. And since |'m certainly no expert 
on the subject, I'm in no position to 
discount World Heath Organization 
conspiracy theories point by point 
(the Pope's roommate did it!). 

Unfortunately, much like his 
paranoia-riddled book review of 
the same issue, Ditshego’s AIDS 
article treats its source as some 
sort of infallible fountain of 
knowledge, then proceeds to 
overwhelm the reader with a 
nearly-impenetrable, jargon- 
laden cross between a medical 
journal and the Illuminatus 
conspiracy. Worse yet, the only 
points of access for the average 
reader are attention-grabbing 
phrases like “Can AIDS Be 
Transmitted Through 
Mosquitoes?” and “AIDS Is Not 
A Sexually Transmitted Disease."

ccording to some feminists, Canada’s obscenity laws are among the most progressive in 

the world. But at “Women on Women: Readings from Banned Lesbian Books", the 
Canadian government was condemned, like China, South Africa, and Burma, for excessive 
censorship. 

At the center of the debate are two issues that appear to be in conflict with each other: 
equality and freedom of expression. When it comes to sexual imagery, it seems like there 
are two camps: natural allies battling each other in Canada’s courtrooms and newspapers. 

"Generally this culture is erotiphobic and we don't know how to look at sexual 


imagery,” says Lisa Lowe, an art activist and euplene of Little Sister's Gay “and Lesbian es 


Bookstore and Art Emporium in Vancouver. 

“We have been taught a certain prudish-history .. al big hangover from Victorian values. 
All this history makes evaluating sexual images really pei and really difficult.” 

Little Sister's Book Store and Art Emporium 
is challenging Canada’s obscenity law in the 
courts, saying it discriminates against 
homosexuals and that it interferes with 
freedom of expression. 

Since 1985 they have been fighting a 
major obscenity crackdown started by the 
Tory government and undisturbed by the 
new Liberal government.

They argue that it should be the government's responsibility to prove that materials are 
obscene - so books don’t disappear before they reach the shelves. 

Parts of the feminist community are going to keep arguing to limit the distribution of 
‘harmful’ pornographic materials. There remain strong arguments that “words can hurt 
you,” and that ‘free’ expression can involve direct and indirect violence, not just 
‘discomfort.’ 

Debby Yaffe is a professor of Women's Studies at the University of Victoria. In this 
month's Times Feminist, she tackled the issue. 

“As long as the arguments are polarized into anti-porn and anti-censorship, it's hard to 
get very far; we each take and hold positions but don’t accomplish much except to 
antagonize and disappoint each other. As long as the alternatives are “anything goes” or 
“government control", there's not a lot of joy in choosing either alternative. In either case, 
it's not feminists’, lesbians’ or any woman's priorities that will prevail."

Interview with The Mighty Mighty Bosstones 
by Ben Holt 


f there is one thing I've learned over the last three years in Victoria it's that there is 

NOTHING relaxing about returning to Vancouver. Not that the city’s high caffeine intake 
somehow brushes off on me (I drink too much coffee already), it's just that | always have far 
too much planned. When we (the other being my roommate who was supposed to help 
write this, but didn't and therefore doesn't deserve mention) heard about The Mighty 
Mighty Bosstones playing the Town Pump back on January 19th we had to go, and take 
our “While in Vancouver Must-Do Shopping List" with us. 

It IS possible to leave the Student Union Building at 12:30 and still make the 1:00 sailing, 
but it is impossible to visit Mountain Equipment Co-op (traditional must-do for us when we 
venture to the mainland) and two North Shore bike shops before a 5:00 interview. Whoops! 
We'll blame that on the accident that tied up traffic on Lion's Gate bridge. 

When we finally made it to the Town Pump the eight guys who make up the Bosstones 
were just finishing up some other interviews so we got to talk to Dickie Barrett, the lead 
singer/lyricist, and Joe Gittleman, the bassist. The band has been on the road pretty steady 
since Don't Know How to Party came out just under a year ago, checking out Europe and 
most recently L.A., San Francisco, and Seattle. Vancouver was their lone Canadian date 
before they headed south again. , 

Despite being on the road almost constantly the guys have a pretty upbeat outlook, as 
Dickie explains, “| mean, we're in Europe, you get off the plane and you're excited. 
Something you're doing allows you to go to foreign countries." According to Joe, “I'm paid 
to travel and drink free beer.” | have to agree, it sounds like a lifestyle | could enjoy. 


We asked Dickie about their ska influences — “We listen to all of it, you know, we listen 
to a lot of stuff. We consider what we make Bosstone’s music, not ska music. We're trying 
to invent something and not copy what's already been done by someone else, | mean, but 
we are influenced. We have a tendency to steal things. Thieves is what we are.” 

Everybody's got to be though don't they, to some degree? (Two cents worth from that 
roommate that's not getting mentioned) 

Dickie: “Sure, why not? Just don't get caught. No, we have a love and admiration for 


| ska music, but we have a love and admiration for a lot of different types of music.” 


Don't Know How to Party seems a little more hard-core than the earlier albums like say, 
Devil's Night Out. 

Dickie: “I thought Devil’s Night Out was pretty hard-core. | think | have a weird 
perspective on the way the records are. WE make them and we don't think ‘ok you guys, 
let's make a more ska record" you know, we make Bosstones records. Some of the songs 
seemed to lend themselves to a tougher attack, and that’s what we did, but then there's still 
softer songs on the album." 


March 


looked at a lot of labels and a lot of labels looked at us and we were offered more money 
from other labels, but we said, you know, we have to keep our creative freedom. We have 
to be allowed to do things the way we've always been doing it. We don't need, you know, 
some record company weasel with a cigar and a cheap suit saying You guys gotta do it this 
way. Lose the plaid, ska sucks, you'll never make it. Grunge, grunge is big. Play grunge 
music. We want the Seattle sound, but we want it from Boston.’ So we couldn't use that 
and other companies were saying “No, no, we're not gonna fuck with you,'but it was a real 
trust thing and Mercury, our label now, gave us a really good impression and so far so 
good. We're very happy, they don’t fuck with us, they allow us to make the records we 
want to make, and they take what they said they were going to take and give us what they 
said they were going to give us. Which is great. If Taang! did that we'd still be with Taang! 
today.” 


You're sleeping indoors? 

Dickie: “We're indoors, yeah. I've got a nice little apartment now, and heat. But you've 
got to understand that's as a result of successful touring though. That's how we pay 
ourselves. Enough belly-aching, we're as happy as clams. Back in Boston clams are the 
happiest little creatures. The chowder industry is booming.” 


On every Bosstones album you'll find a horned bulldog, so we asked the guys why. 

Dickie: “We wanted, like, a tough symbol.” 

A Winston Churchill type thing? 

Joe: “We actually wanted to use Winston Churchill, but we just couldn't clear it through 
the legal... The Winston Churchill Foundation wanted no part of us. You know, it’s just a 
tough cool looking animal so we used it. That or a googly-eyed ferret, a goofy ferret." 


As for the future, the band’s heading south to Mexico to play with Fishbone. 

Dickie: “We love Fishbone. We're hooking up with them in Tijuana in about a week. 
Yeah, we're doing about ten or fifteen shows with them in Texas, Memphis, New Orleans. 
We've played with them before, we played with them over in Europe. It was great, we're 
great friends with them. It's a good show when the two bands get together.” 

We asked Dickie about the chances of seeing them on the island in the future, “| used to 
be in a band called Gang Green, we went to Victoria. It was a speed metal hard-core band. 
Yeah, they sucked.” (Actually one of the bigger Boston hard-core bands). “| think I've got a 
few letters from kids in Victoria. What's it like”? 

We explained how, despite the snow-heads and flower counts, it’s a pretty cool place. 
Who knows, maybe we'll see them in the future. A

We were getting zero, 
so along with winter, Boston winters are really cold, and with 
winter coming along and a lot of us really hungry we made a 
decision to go to a major label which was probably the toughest 
decision we ever made as a band. You know, it could be that 
we get tagged with a sell-out label, or we get tagged as ‘They

' is refreshing to know that the music 
industry is finally recognizing a form of 
alternative rock normally ignored. This 
instrumental-only CD is devoid of bubble 
gum vocals; only the odd banter of an 
insane voice can be heard near the end, 
mixed well into the background. This is 
modern alternative mood music; destined, 
perhaps, to be piped into the elevators and 
supermarkets of our old age. 

The musicians on this album are 
definitely competent. However, a technical 
display this is not, but rather an emotional 
meditation. The music travels through 
several moods: hard and angry, soft and 
fluid, with jazz and classical influences 
seeping in here and there. Just when you 
think the sound is heading towards the 
stereotypical, an odd instrument, rhythm, 
or chord will relieve the stress.

Arsrovines of Newfoundland and on the 
East Coast in general, the Irish 
Descendants appear to be on their way to 
national fame. There is nothing 
exceedingly different or outstanding about 
their sound; however, they belt out their 
lusty Celtic tunes with such precision and 
conviction that everyone is won over. 

It's hard to imagine lead vocalist Con 
O'Brien doing anything else in life other 
than fronting a Celtic band. His voice is 
rich and powerful and full of East Coast 
soul. All four members of the group 
contribute vocally and, when singing all 
together, it's a mighty sound indeed. And 
what good would a group calling itself the 
lrish Descendants be if it didn't have some 
hot fiddling and mandolin work 
happening? 

This release contains a mix of traditional 
sounding instrumentals, including three 
original jigs by fiddle and bazouki player 
D'Arcy Broderick, as well as more pop 
oriented ballads. The first cut on the album 
“Rollin’ of the Sea” is now used in the 
Newfoundland tourist commercial which is 
being shown all over North America. 
Other interesting tunes include “Useta 
Lover" (a bawdy pub song which 
unabashedly fails all tests of political 
correctness) and the lament for the 
disappearance of the whales: “Last of the 
Great Whales.” Several of the ballads, 
such as “Last of the Great Whales” are 
almost epic in scope. The addition of 
strings and accordion fill out this cut with a 
moody undertone. 

If you're looking for a little 
“atmosphere” for your St. Patrick’s Day 
festivities, you couldn't go wrong by 
including The Irish Descendants. You'll be 
singing these tunes for days after you've 
heard them.

obody,” the saying goes, “ever went 
N broke underestimating the intelligence 
of the American public." But did anyone 
ever make money overestimating it? 

With each new release Thompson's 
fans doubtless hope that this will be the 
disc which will finally transform their man 
from cult hero to star. It hasn't happened 
yet, and | very much doubt if Mirror Blue 
is going to-be the one to do it either. 
Thompson's music is just too subtle, has 
too much depth, to make its full impact 
on first hearing. It takes time to sink in, 
and only the believers will be prepared to 
give it that time. 

Moreover, the World According to 
Richard Thompson is not a happy place: 
the man makes Leonard Cohen sound 
positively cheerful- not for nothing was a 
fan club only release, some years back, 
entitled Doom and Gloom. from the 
Tomb. And Mirror Blue is one of his 
bleakest releases to date. 

Even the songs which sound cheerful, 
are not: the up-tempo rocker “Shane and 
Dixie", for example, is the saga of two 
teenagers who embark on a suicide pact in 
order to become famous. But nothing is 
that simple, and Dixie survives “to marry 
the man who came to type out her story,” 
presumably settling down to the sort of 
suburban anonymity she and Shane were 
willing to die to avoid. 

Lest it seem that all is black, | should 
point out that there is a sequel to Rumour 
and Sigh '‘s ‘“Vincent Black Lightening” in 
“MGB-GT", a paen to the 60's sports car, 
and a moment of genuine humour in the 
shape of “Fast Food", which rhymes 
“sugar, grease, fats and starches” with 
“Golden Arches,” and contains the 
immortal line “I'd rather feed pigs than 
humanity.” 

But it is the dark songs which stick in

e Girl Wants To is a contemporary look at 

the under-explored realm of female sexual 

expression. It's an emotionally textured collection 

of writers and artists ranging “from sex pioneers 
to 3rd-wave fems,” edited by Lynn Crosbie. 

This interesting assortment includes a good 
sampling of comics from the likes of Julie 
Doucette, Sylvie Rancourt and Roberta Gregory. 
Musical lyrics hail from a few performers and 
bands including Chicken Milk, Meryn Cadell and 
one of Toronto's senior female hardcore outfits, 
Fifth Column. Unfortunately, | found that the 
dark and brooding photography is not done full 
| justice in this format. In some cases it appears 
|contrived and in other cases just plain dull. 3 

Some of the fictional pieces in The Girl Wants To conjure up the dark and destructive 
dynamics of sex, power and poverty. This is particularly prevalent in Evelyn Lau’s “Mercy”. 
Lau lives in Vancouver and has gained much recognition for her autobiographic fiction as a 
runaway teenage prostitute. Lau shines here as she joins ranks with American writers Kathy 
Acker and Lydia Lunch, mavericks of this tortured territory. 

| On the lighter side Gigi the Galaxy Girl provides the most entertaining erotica with “For 
The Love of a Good Toaster". It celebrates the creativity of female masturbation and 
icelibacy with a flare of absurdity. Amongst the raw poetry of Dawn Mourning, Trish 
Thomas and Nicole Broussard lies the godmother of popular female erotic fiction: Erica 
| Jong's “Fruits and Vegetables”. Even Xaviera Hollander provides a transcripted version of an 
| audio taped threesome circa early 70's. More noteworthy is Rebecca Brown's “Isle of Skye." 
| It captures well the tenderness and passion of a fleeting lesbian love affair in a foreign 
‘country. 
| The Girl Wants To is a warm, raunchy, funny, inspirational and affirmative anthology. It 
‘should be investigated because it's so hard to find any progressive material of this nature . 
|The strength of this collection lies in it's unity of the female perspective in so many artistic 
shapes and forms. A longer edition would have pleased me, but in the meantime | will look 
| for other work by the featured artists. Crosbie is a native Montrealer, completing her PhD in 
English Literature at U. of T. This probably explains why the Canadian content in this book 
' comes almost exclusively from Montreal and Toronto. | found it intriguing that Ms. Crosbie 
| thanks Jaymz Bee of Look People, Steve Goof of Bunchofuckingoofs and William New of 
| Groovy Religion in the acknowledgements. Crosbie herself has penned two poetry 
} collections, although none of her work appears in this edition. Look for Lynn Crosbie's latest 
entitled VillainElle, coming out sometime this year. Crosbie will be reading in Vancouver 
Monday, April 18 at the Railway Club with British poet Aaron Williamson.

12 
the mind, like “The Way that it Shows,” a 
brooding, slow-burning song which builds 
to the kind of ferocious guitar-driven 
climax so typical of Thompson. The whole 
album, in fact, contains some of his finest 
studio guitar work. 

For those who enjoy a twist in the tale, 
there is “Beeswing”. At first glance, a 
conventional enough song of lost love 
about a girl who refuses commitment: “a 
rare thing, fine as a bee's wing, so fine a 
breath of wind might blow her away”- the 
kind of thing Donovan might have sung. 
The last verse contains the kicker: 

“And they say her flower is faded now/ 
Hard weather and hard booze/ But maybe 


_ that's just the price you-pay/ For the 


chains you refuse.” 

You can bet that never happened to 
Jennifer Juniper. 

And | don't think | can even bring 
myself to describe the closer “Taking My 
Business Elsewhere”. 

Richard Thompson may not be for the 
faint-hearted, and he will probably never 
be a star, but he is possibly the most 
consistently brilliant musician working 
today. Mirror Blue is another in an 
unparalleled series of great albums.
